conducting American foreign policy. 

It la a rather sod commentary 
that the speech came from tho Dem- 
ocratic aide of tho aisle, Uie speaker 
being Sen. J. WUUam Fulbrlght., 
Ark. 

Whot particularly set the scna- 

r'a apeech apart was that Jt trent- 
ed_tho Brlcker amendment not in 
"terms of UiS iaeoonrinimhB-per- 
Bonalltlea of the moment. In tact. 
Riibrfght rejected Just that ap- 
proach In saying that one of the 
ombioua tendencle.-i of the time wns 
to relat* everytlilng to expedient 
pohtlce and pereonalltlea.

tn his speech, rulbrlght was ask.
